LIST “FIRST AID” 
SUGGESTIONS FOR 
STAINS ON CLOTHING 
By Frances Tannoy 
(Home Economies Extension 
Representative) 
Rich fonds spilled on clothing 
often leave unsightly 
spots and 
stains. First aid to the spot us soon 
as possible Is the first rule. 
Grease is probably the stain most 
often resulting from rich foods, lf 
on wool or silk or other nonwash- 
able fabric, use the pad method of 
sponging to remove the stain. Make 
a pad of soft, clean, absorbent cot­ 
ton cloth and place under the spot. 
Take another piece of the same 
kind of c loth and make* a smaller 
pad. then dip the pad lightly into a 
grease 
solvent, 
such 
as 
carbon 
I tetrachloride. If you do not know 
what reused the stain, use cold 
water. Warm or hot water may set 
the stain. 
Sponge the spot 
lightly in a 
curving motion. “ Feather out” the 
edges of the spot by sponging light­ 
ly around the edges from the cen ­ 
ter outward. As the soiled spot Is 
sponged off onto the pads, change 
to fresh areas on the pads and 
continue sponging until the spot is 
removed. 
Fse small am ounts of cleaning 
fluid and blow gently as you sponge 


and you can avoid forming ii ring 
on Hie fabric. 
When a ring Is 
formed, sponge again With fresh 
fluid, blowing contiguously, than 
rub the fabric together briskly hut 
gently so you won’t spilt or tear j 
the fabric. 
For grease stains on washable 
fabrics, w'nsh In soap and water 
and give special attention to the 
spots. 
For candle wax stains on wool 
or silk, nylon or rayon, cotton or 
linen, scrape off as much wax as 
possible. 
Place a blotter beneath 
and above the stain, then press 
wit Ii a licit Iron to remove the solid 
wax. Remove the remaining grease 
with carbon tetrachloride, using the* 
pad method previously described.
